St. Laurent's "controversial" overblown 
Silhouette is the logical extension of his 
stagey Rich Russian Peasants launched 
earlier in his Rive Gauche Fall Ready-to- 
Wear collection (May FI). It is already 
available in his and in American-designed 
RTW in U.S. stores. At its exaggerated 
extreme, it is meant only for directional 
impact, and for oil-rich private clients. 


LOOK, THEREFORE, for its INFLUENCE to come, 
not in its totality, but in ITS INDIVIDUAL 
COMPONENTS -- which are REVOLUTIONARY: 


--- WAISTLINES pulled IN and UP to a high 
bustline with wide BELTS, or important 
front-laced Tyrolean CORSELET BODICES 
in richly contrasting velvet -- braided- 
suede corselet on two-tone coat, and 
shortened hip-hugging "spool" girdles 
(Givenchy) 

--.- HIPS HUGGED also with bands, tucks, 
tasseled ropes, corselets 


--- DRESSES are IN, but PANTS are NOT OUT 


..- FULLER SKIRTS -- circular, PLEATED, 
hip-stitched, dirndl, puffed out over 
visible underskirts, matching or 
stiffly ruffled 


... FULLER SLEEVES -- chiefly, puffed out 
just below elbow (YSL) -- puffed above 
shoulder (Ricci) -- hip-deep batwings 


..- RUSTLING, STAND-ALONE SILKS 


.-- VIVIDLY CONTRASTING borders, seam- 
bindings, bandings 


.-.- LENGTHS: By day, from knee (Givenchy) 
to mid-calf and longer (YSL) -- by 


night, from below-calf to floor 
THE CONTINUING INFLUENCES: 


..- TUNICS, now cut fuller, and more often 
over skirts than pants -- but draw- 
string tunics over narrow pants (Dior) 





..- SUITS -- Balenciaga-loose jackets over 
pleated or gathered skirts - OR - the 
fitted-man-tailored-suit-with-pleat- 
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cardigans run longer, “their skirts burst 
into pleats 


.-- PANTS: Although dresses are returning, 
pants remain in the mainstream of 
fashion ... JUMPSUITS, in woolknit 
(Courreges) -- for watching TV (Cardin) 


RE-ENTER: THE DAY DRESS -- leading conten- 
der has blousey bodice, full sleeves and big, 
hip-stitched skirt -- in prints and brights 
with contrast braid. 


COATS, too, have fuller sleeves; most feature 
colorful contrast in fur or other trim: 

WIDE COATS, in bold, bi- and tri-colored 
blanket-weight wool vividly bordered with 
contrasting braid, seams and hem outlined 
with colorful passementerie, on BILLOWING 
CAPES, too (YSL) ...
